WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
housewife who is paying a dime 
more for every dollar’s worth of 
food than she did a year ago 
may be ready to swat whoever 
is responsidle.

The Agriculture Department 
says different fectors operated 
on different kinds of food sta. 
pies, but the general explana­ 
tion of a 10.1 per cent rise in 
prices is the usual one: Supplies 
were smaller than the demand. 
Food fats and oils, for exam­ 
ple, were in good supply in this 
country, but short elsewhere, so 
foreign customers came in and 
bid up prices here. On the other 
hand, pork supplies fell and 
prices rose because of purely 
domestic decisions: U £, farm, 
ers became discouraged with 
low returns. 
Hie department had a some* 
what 
muted note of cheer. 
Prices should reach their peak 
this month or -next and then 
ease somewhat but not all the 
way down to last year’s level s. 
Rems whose prices increased 
the most by midyear included 
food fats and oils, meats, fresh 
vegetables and potatoes. Partly 
offsetting these advances were 
lowerprices for oranges, sugar 
and coffee. Pork prices in* 
creased 13 per cent, fresh fruits 
22 per cent, fresh vegetables 7 
per cent, and beef lOpercent. 
R is normal for retail prices 
to go up a little by midyear. 
That is a time when supplies 


are at the lowest level because 
it is at the end of the previous 
year’s 
production 
and just 
ahead of the new harvests. But 
this year’s price increases 
were above normal. 
In the case of pork, slaughter 
fell off nearly 10 percent. 
In the case of beef, prices ad. 
vanced largely because of the 
shrinkage in pork supplies and a 
consequent small reduction in 
total meat supplies. 
The department expects some 
easing off of beef and pork 
prices later in the year. R may 
be another year before total 
meat 
supplies 
reach 1964 
levels. 
Prices of fresh vegetables 
shot up during the first half of 
the year because of reduced 
production and supplies. Fac. 
tors included adverse weather 
during the late winter and 
spring in some producing areas 
and a reduction in acreages of 
some 
vegetables because of 
farm ers’ fears they would not 
be able to get enough labor. 
In 
recent 
weeks, vegeta­ 
ble production has increased. 
Supplies are now larger than a 
year earlier and prices have 
turned downward. High prices 
for potatoes reflected largely 
the feet that last year’s fell crop 
was short. Growers who had 
received 
lower 
prices had 
planted fewer acres. 
Reduced production of some 
early fruits, also, was reflected 
in higher retaU prices.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
housewife who is paying a dime 
more for every dollar's worth of 
food than she did a year ago 
may be ready to swat whoever 
is responsive. But she may 
have trouble finding her target. 
The Agriculture Department 
says different factors operated 
on different kinds cf food sta­ 
ples, but the general explana­ 
tion of a 10.1 per cent rise in 
prices is the usual one: Supplies 
were sm aller than the demand. 
Food fats and oils, for exam­ 
ple, were in good supply in this 
country, but short elsewhere, so 
foreign customers came In and 
bid up prices here. On the other 
hand, pork supplies fell and 
p rices rose because of purely 
domestic decisions: UJ3. farm ­ 
ers became discouraged with 
low returns. 
The department had a some­ 
what 
muted note of cheer. 
Prices should reach their peak 
this month or next and then 
ease somewhat but not all the 
way down to last year's levels. 
Kerns whose prices Increased 
the most by midyear included 
food fats and oils, meats, fresh 
vegetables and potatoes. Partly 
offsetting these advances were 
lowerprices for oranges, sugar 
and coffee 
Pork prices in­ 
creased 13 per cent, fresh fruits 
22 per cent, fresh vegetables 7 
per cent, and beef lo p er cent. 
It is normal for retail prices 
to go up a little by midyear. 
That is a time when supplies 


are at the lowest level because 
it is at the end of the previous 
year's 
production 
and 
just 
ahead of the new harvests. But 
this 
year's 
price increases 
were above norm al. 
In the case of pork, slaughter 
fell off nearly IO percent. 
In the case of beef, prices ad­ 
vanced largely because of the 
shrinkage in pork supplies and a 
consequent small reliction In 
total meat supplies. 
The department expects some 
easing off of beef and pork 
prices later in the year, ft may 
be another year before total 
meat 
supplies 
reach 1964 
levels. 
Prices of fresh vegetables 
shot up during the first half of 
the year because of reduced 
production and supplies. Fac­ 
tors included adverse weather 
during 
the late 
winter and 
spring in some producing areas 
and a reduction in acreages of 
some 
vegetables because of 
farm ers' fears they would not 
be able to get enough labor. 
In 
recent 
weeks, vegeta­ 
ble production has increased, 
Supplies are now larger than a 
year earlier and prices have 
turned downward. High prices 
for potatoes reflected largely 
the filet that last year's fall crop 
was short. Growers who had 
received 
lower 
prices 
had 
planted fewer acres. 
Reduced production of some 
early fruits, also, was reflected 
in higher retail prices.

A GOVERNOR’S TERM SHOULD 
BE DECIDED BY THE PEOPLE 
Between now and August 17, actually just one 
week away, Missouri voters will need to do two 
things: 
(1) Fam iliarize themselves with the three 
constitutional amendments that are being sub­ 
mitted in a special election on August 17, and, 
(2) They must make certain they turn out on that 
day to cast their ballots for or against the 
amendments. 
Here we discuss only one of the amendments. 
It’s Amendment No. 1. That simply authorizes 
a Governor of Missouri to succeed himself 
for a second term if the people want to vote 
him back into office. The law now is that he 
cannot succeed himself, no matter how extremely 
capable he might be. 
How do we stand on this important issue? 
We are FOR Amendment No. 1. Here is why: 
It gives the people the right to decide whether 
they want a Governor to serve them for another 
four years. Now, no m atter how great he is, 
he’s out after his first term . If a Governor 
does prove to be a poor one, the people can 
still vote him out of office at the end of his 
first term and someone else in his place. 
There was a time some years ago when we 
were convinced four years were enough for 
any Governor. We feared that once he got fnto 
office he could build a political machine that 
would be detrimental to the welfare of the people. 
As we have watched them more closely and 
known them personally for the last 25 years, we 
have changed our thinking. The late Gov. James 
T. Blair, Jr., said to us on several occasions 
that after the first two years a Governor was 
a dead duck in so far as his influence and 
forceful leadership were concerned. The late 
Gov. Forrest Smith also has said that governors 
who could not succeed themselves automatically 
started downhill after the first two years as 
far as getting things done. Gov. John M. Dalton 
is the only exception we have known who has 
carried strongly through during his full four 
years. And this was unique. 
Voters should note with interest that Amend­ 
ment No. 1 has bi-partisan support. In Johnson 
County, both Republicans and Democrats are 
on the co-ordinating committee that is working 
for passage of the amendment. Leaders from 
both parties as well as persons usually not 
active in governmental affairs are for it. The 
same applies over the state. In fact, Ethan 
A. H, Shepley, the Republican candidate in the 
last gubernatorial race and a fine gentleman 
indeed, is honorary chairman of the state Bi- 
Partisan Co-ordinating Committee for the Gov­ 
ernor Succession Amendment to the M issouri 
Constitution. 
As a m atter of further information, voters 
should realize that 35 of our 50 states already 
allow their chief executives to succeed them­ 
selves. The President of the United States can 
succeed himself. U. S. Senators and Congress­ 
men are allowed to run for a second and further 
terms without limit. So are our Lieutenant 
Governors, Secretaries of State, State Auditors 
and Attorneys General. 
So why limit the Governor? 
Let us repeat that Amendment No. 1 m ere 
permits a Governor of Missouri to seek a 
second term . He still has to be elected in a 
primary and general election. 
The people are the ones to determine whether 
a Governor should have one term or two term s. 
And this is what Amendment No. 1 would provide. 
Therefore, it should on August 17 receive your

The United States is rapidly losing its recogniz­ 
able form of government because the Supreme 
Court is not content to interpret the law but 
insists on the right to legislate. 
This is exactly what the nation’s highest tribunal 
did in ruling that state legislatures must be 
apportioned wholly by population. This opinion 
was handed down despite the widely observed 
practice by the states of following the federal 
pattern, which considers geographical as well 
as population factors in the makeup of Congress. 
Sen. Everett M. Dirksen, the Illinois Republican 
and minority leader, with bipartisan support 
has failed to obtain Senate approval of a most 
reasonable constitutional amendment to give 
states the right if they want to use it to restore 
what the Supreme Court has stripped away. 
Sadly, the amendment lacked seven votes of 
receiving the required two thirds majority for 
passage. 
President Lyndon B. Johnson, who has Congress 
under his thumb, opposed this bill under the 
table instead of aix>ve it. He professed neutrality 
but sent out Vice President Hubert Humphrey 
in a successful effort to defeat the bill. Why 
the President chose not to come out openly in 
favor of the big cities and labor unions as he 
consistently has on numerous other occasions 
is a mystery. Perhaps he is getting tired. 
But if the people living outside the cities 
expect Jo have any influence in the future in 
ptate government they had better awaken and 
into action. The hour is late and the house 


is on fire. 
All the Dirksen bill would do is perm it any 
state if it wished to apportion one legislative 
branch on a geographical or political subdivision 
as well as population basis. 
It would not have required any state to do so. 
Those states, which prefer representation in 
the legislature only on population basis, could 
do so. 
Action by Congress is not final. The proposal 
must be ratified by the states. 
What the Senate action does in effect is to 
arbitrarily deny the states any voice in how 
they are governed by their legislatures. 
The big city bosses, the power hungry labor 
union leaders and the liberal bloc are delighted 
at the predicament in which the Supreme Court 
has put the country. Out in the hinterlands it 
isn’t' so amusing. 
This is a time for action. Every Missourian 
should write his representatives in Congress 
urging passage of the Dirksen bill or sim ilar 
legislation.

The Patrol Superintendent then 
reminded pedestrians that they 
must take care not to put their 
lives in jeopardy by insisting 
on right of way privileges and 
by thoughtlessly ignoring the 
rules for safe walking.

all traffic signs and signals, 
and use extra caution when 
walking along roadways at night 
when visibility is limited.

tory action. Like all matters 
which are beyond the com­ 
prehension of the layman, a re­ 
sult may be widely held and un­ 
founded fears in some instances 
may reach a degree of hysteria. 
The fact is that every possible 
step is taken by the pharma­ 
ceutical industry and other in­ 
terested organizations to as­ 
sure any drug's safety. The 
techniques for detecting pos­ 
sible toxicity in every known 
body system have been tre­ 
mendously 
improved in late 
years. Testing is far more 
thorough 
than 
is 
generally 
realized. 
For 
instance, the 
Pharmaceutical Manufacturers 
Association estimates that, in a 
recent typical year, its member 
firms made use of nearly 9 
million animals in order to 
determine whether or not va­ 
rious new drugs were suitable 
for trial in man. 
But the animal tests are not 
enough. At a certain stage test­ 
ing on humans must be carried 
out under the direction of re­ 
sponsible physicians. The num­ 
ber of humans thus involved 
must be steadily increased until 
a large enough sample is ob­ 
tained to determine the safety 
and utility of the drug in actual 
clinical practice. During these 
tests, great numbers of com­ 
pounds 
are eliminated. Ac­ 
tually, only one out of an esti­ 
mated 3,000 compounds orig­ 
inally synthesized by the phar­ 
maceutical manufacturers sur­ 
vives as a drug. 
Even so, all risk cannot be 
eliminated--a truism which ap­ 
plies to all ventures into the 
unknown. But, measured against 
the benefits, the risk in drugs 
produced by reputable manu­ 
facturers 
and prescribed by 
physicians 
is seen for 
the 
minuscular thing it is. And 
legislative or regulatory efforts 
to eliminate all risk, no matter 
how sincerely meant, can only 
act as a brake on progress in 
this most vital of fields.

What would be the first gov­ 
ernment-private industry use 
of 
a nuclear explosion for 
peaceful purposes is now under 
study by the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 
The proposal is to set off a 
blast 4,000 feet underground in 
New Mexico's San Juan Basin 
to fracture “ tight” gas-bearing 
rock formations. 
A study by El Paso Natural 
Gas Co. and the U. S. Bureau 
of Mines, with technical as­ 
sistance from the AEC, in­ 
dicates that nuclear explosions 
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would increase production of 
natural gas fields by about seven 
times over the amounts now at­ 
tainable. 
In “ Gasbuggy,” a 10-kiloton 
bomb (equivalent to 10,000 tons 
of TNT or five million quarts 
of nitroglycerin) would be used. 
It would vaporize the rock into 
a subterranean chamber about 
350 high and 130 feet wide, 
which would become a reservoir 
into which gas would flow from 
fractures 
around 
it. 
The 
reservoir would later be tapped 
by drilling a hole to it from the 
surface.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


WASHINGTON -- The White 
House meeting on the water 
emergency being held with the 
Governors 
of 
New York, 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey 
will probably start a nation­ 
wide drive toward federal aid 
to clean up water pollution. 
“ The only way you can get 
the states and cities to clean 
up 
the 
waterways,” 
said 
Anthony Celebrezze shortly be­ 
fore his announced retirement 
as Secretary of Health, Edu­ 
cation 
and 
Welfare, “ is to 
handle it the way we did the 
building of highways. 
“ The states never did any­ 
thing about highways until they 
put across the Federal Highway 
Bill whereby 
Washington paid 
ninety per cent of the cost. Then 
we developed a beautiful system 
of throughways,” said the man 
who, as Mayor of Cleveland, 
started one end of a through­ 
way system when extended from 
Cleveland to Boston 
without 
stopping for one light. 
“ The American people are 
now losing about ten billions 
a year from pollution,” added 
Celebrezze, “ pollution ofwater 
and pollution of the air, which 
affects the lungs, your health, 
and 
even 
eats 
into clothes, 
buildings, 
paint, 
and down­ 
grades our cities.” 
The ex-Mayor of Cleveland 
— who is discreet — did not add 
that the highway bill was passed 
only because the trucking in­ 
dustry, the Teamsters Union, 
the big oil and gas companies 
and the tire industry organized 
the most effective lobby Wash­ 
ington has seen in years; And 
that there is no' lobby behind 
the clean-up of the waterways 
except the people, and they are 
notoriously poorly organized 
when it comes to lobbying.

There are two factors in New

After all, 
Philadelphia has been doing on 
the Delaware what New York 
has foiled to do on the Hudson 
- cleaning up polluted river 
water. 


This is the background behind 
the emergency water meeting 
called by President Johnson for 
today, ft will be presided over 
part of the time by Secretary 
of the Interior Stewart Udall 
from the arid state of Arizona, 
which has understood the prob­ 
lem of water as no eastern state 
ever has, or perhaps ever will.

Inside Story of Communists' 
Use of Unions In Drive to Cap­ 
ture Massive Nation. 
Rio de Janeiro: •• At my side 
now are two stevedores whose 
names had been posted on a 
special death list by Commu­ 
nists in charge of Operation 
Strangulation several 
years 
ago. The men, Claudio Falcao 
and 
Carlos Pinto, port union 
leaders, bad attempted to stop 
thfc Communist drive to cut 
the jugular lifeline of Brazil, 
our mammoth Latin ally. 
The 
Communists virtually 
succeeded in paralyzing 
the 
harbors of over 4,000 miles 
of coastline but were stopped 
by the military anti • Commu­ 
nist revolution early last year. 
Yet 
the full story 
of Op­ 
eration Strangulation has never 
been told. And it should be re­ 
ported so leaders of other na­ 
tions and the working people 
of other lands always can have 
before them as a warning the 
Sino and Soviet blueprint for 
action. 
Using 
terror, 
blackmail, 
bribery, frameups and brilliant 
organizational maneuvers, the 
centrally . directed Communist 
agents 
easily captured the 
maritime, dockside and trans­ 
portation 
unions. The ultra­ 
leftists then were in a posi­ 
tion to bankrupt Brazil. The 
strategem was simple: make 
it too costly to ship anything 
into this vast Oceanside na­ 
tion. Since there 
was com­ 
paratively little industry, the 
nation would go bankrupt. 
No technique was overlooked. 
Here are a few: There was, for 
example, “ vershame” - shame 
pay. This meant that the Com­ 
munist longshoremen would get 
extra big compensation when 
their dignity was hurt by being 
ordered to unload toilet bowls 
or other bathroom fixtures. 
There was rain pay. If 
it 
rained, the Communist steve­ 
dores by the thousands would go 
home, but would get a full day's 
pay. This ran into millions of 
dollars a year, because 
the 
rains are heavy during certain 
seasons. 
The longshoremen 
also had a rain spotter. He would 
stand by, especially on cloudy 
days and announce it had rained, 
ft 
was his word against the 
authorities. The spotter always 
won. Off the men would go. And 
a full day's pay would go even 
to those who worked in sheds 
and offices where they could not 
get wet unless they had installed 
a shower. 
There 
were 
thousands of 
stretched • out slowdowns and 
“ solidarity” strikes. I have 
a report before me disclosing 
the heavy cost of one such 
walkout in support of a locomo­ 
tive engineer. Remember, this 
was but one of thousands of 
“ solidarity” 
stoppages. 
He 
had been fired and 
arrested 
for highballing down the track 
while drunk. Also 
he 
had 
taken pot shots at small way 
stations as he whizzed by them. 
Word went out and dockwork- 
ers, bus drivers and airline 
employes as well as railroad 
hands quit work. 
Communist union chiefs would 
suggest that port authority of­ 
ficials buy modern loading ma­ 
chinery. Millions were spent 
on special lifts, belt systems, 
etc. After the equipment ar­ 
rived, the Communist 
labor 


officials told their men not to 
tough it. Thus even today, 17 
months after the revolution, the 
machinery is around in such 
quantities that it can only be 
salvaged slowly from the rust­ 
ing piles. 
This so discouraged foreign 
shippers they began avoiding 
Brazil's ports all the way from 
the far south to Manaus away up 
on the Amazon. But the Cqptf * 
munists did not mind seeing 
their 
people laid off. They 
simply went to the pro-Commu- 
nist national government and got 
heavy subsidies for the port 
authorities to keep paying the 
idle longshoremen their regu­ 
lar wages. 
And just before the military 
revolution crushed the Commu­ 
nists, the virtually bankrupt 
Brazilian 
government was 
losing $850,000 a day on 
the 
ports. 
Those non- Communist gov­ 
ernment officials and military 
and navy men who objected were 
hit hard by P. U. A. - Pacto 
Unidade 
Acao (Unity Action 
Pact) organized by the Commu­ 
nists. 
This was a central agreement 
for coordinated action of the 
Communist - controlled airline 
unions, railroad workers, port 
hands and bank employes, fts 
central committee grew 
so 
powerful that it actually named 
members to the 
cabinet of 
ousted 
pro - Communist ex­ 
president 
Joao Goulart and 
could remove generals and ad­ 
mirals. 
TTien came the anti-Commu- 
nist revolution. The Commu­ 
nists had been expecting the 
revolt. They reckoned they had 
their hands tightly around all 
jugular arteries - even 
the 
communications lines.

A GOVERNOR’S TERM SHOULD 
BE DECIDED BY THE PEOPLE 
Between now- and August IT, actually just one 
week away, M issouri voters will need to do two 
things: 
(1) 
Fam iliarize 
themselves with the three 
constitutional amendments that are being sub­ 
mitted in a special election on August IT, and, 
(2) They must make certain they turn out on that 
day to cast their ballots for or against the 
amendments. 
Here we discuss only one of the amendments. 
I f s Amendment No. I. That simply authorizes 
a Governor of M issouri to succeed himself 
for a second term if the people want to vote 
him back into office. The law now is that he 
cannot succeed himself, no m atter how extremely 
capable he might be. 
How do we stand on this important issue? 
We are FOR Amendment No. I. Here is why: 
It gives the people the right to decide whether 
they want a Governor to serve them for another 
four years. Now, no m atter how great he is, 
out after his first term . If a Governor 
prove to be a poor one, the people can 
vote him out of office at the end of his 
term and someone else in his place. 
There was a tim e some years ago when we 
were convinced four years were enough for 
any Governor. We feared that once he got toto 
office he could build a political machine that 
would be detrimental to the welfare of the people. 
As we have watched them m ore closely and 
known them personally for the last 25 years, we 
have changed our thinking. The late Gov. Jam es 
T. B lair, J r., said to us on several occasions 
that after the first two years a Governor was 
a dead duck in so far as his influence and 
forceful leadership were concerned. The late 
Gov. F o rrest Smith also has said that governors 
who could not succeed themselves automatically 
started downhill after the first two years as 
far as getting things done. Gov. John M. Dalton 
is the only exception we have known who has 
carried strongly through during his full four 
years. And this was unique. 
Voters should note with interest that Amend­ 
ment No. I has bi-partisan support. In Johnson 
County, both Republicans and D em ocrats are 
on the co-ordinating committee that is working 
for passage of the amendment. L eaders from 
both parties as well as persons usually not 
active in governmental affairs a re for it. The 
same applies over the state. In fact, Ethan 
A. H. Shepley, the Republican candidate in the 
last gubernatorial race and a fine gentleman 
Indeed, is honorary chairman of the state Bi- 
Partisan Co-ordinating Committee for the Gov­ 
ernor Succession Amendment to the M issouri 
Constitution. 
As a matter of further information, voters 
should realize that 35 of our 50 states already 
allow their chief executives to succeed them ­ 
selves. The President of the United States can 
succeed himself. U. S. Senators and C ongress­ 
men are allowed to run for a second and further 
term s without limit. So are our Lieutenant 
Governors, Secretaries of State, State Auditors 
and Attorneys General. 
So why limit the Governor? 
Let us repeat that Amendment No. I m ere 
perm its a Governor of M issouri to seek a 
second term . He still has to be elected in a 
primary and general election. 
The people are the ones to determine whether 
a Governor should have one term or two term s. 
And this is what Amendment No. I would provide. 
Therefore, it should on August 17 receive your 
FOR vote.

The United States is rapidly losing its recogniz­ 
able form of government because the Supreme 
Court is not content to interpret the law but 
insists on the right to legislate. 
This is exactly what the nation’s highest tribunal 
did in ruling that state legislatures must be 
apportioned wholly by population. This opinion 
was handed down despite the widely observed 
practice by the states of following the federal 
pattern, which considers geographical as well 
as population factors in the makeup of Congress. 
Sen. Everett M. Dirksen, the Illinois Republican 
and minority leader, with bipartisan support 
has failed to obtain Senate approval of a most 
reasonable constitutional amendment to give 
states the right if they want to use it to re sto re 
what the Supreme Court has stripped away. 
Sadly, the amendment lacked seven votes of 
receiving the required two thirds m ajority for 
passage. 
President Lyndon B. Johnson, who has Congress 
under his thumb, opposed this bill under the 
table instead of above it. He professed neutrality 
but sent out Vice President Hubert Humphrey 
in a successful effort to defeat the bill. Why 
the President chose not to come out openly in 
favor of the big cities and labor unions as he 
consistently has on numerous other occasions 
is a m ystery. Perhaps he is getting tired. 
But if the people living outside the cities 
expect po have any influence in the future in 
state government they had better awaken and 
go into action. The hour is late and the house 


is on fire. 
All the Dirksen bill would do is perm it any 
state if it wished to apportion one legislative 
branch on a geographical or political subdivision 
as well as population basis. 
It would not have required any state to do so. 
Those states, which prefer representation in 
the legislature only on population basis, could 
do so. 
Action by Congress is not final. The proposal 
must be ratified by the states. 
What the Senate action does in effect is to 
a rb itra rily deny the states any voice in how 
they are governed by their legislatures. 
The big city bosses, the power hungry labor 
union leaders and the liberal bloc are delighted 
at the predicament in which the Supreme Court 
has put the country. Out in the hinterlands it 
isn ’t’ so amusing. 
This is a time for action. Every Missourian 
should write his representatives in Congress 
urging passage of the Dirksen bill or sim ilar 
legislation. 
Bootheel voters should write U. S. Senators 
Stuart Symington and Edward V. Long at the 
Senate Office Building, Washington, D. C„ and 
Congressm an Paul Jones, at the House Office 
Building, W ashington, D. C. Do it now'. 
Senator Dirksen has prom ised to try again. 
He should receive every encouragement from 
those who want to save our form of government.

The safety of 
prescription 
drugs has become a subject 


of controversy and of regula­ 
tory action. Like all matters 
which are beyond the com­ 
prehension of the layman, a re ­ 
sult may be widely held and un­ 
founded fears In some Instances 
may reach a degree of hysteria. 
The fact is that every possible 
step Is taken by the pharma­ 
ceutical industry and other in­ 
terested organizations to as­ 
sure any drug's safety. The 
techniques for detecting pos­ 
sible toxicity In every known 
bod} 
system have been tre ­ 
mendously 
Improved In late 
years. Testing is far more 
thorough 
than 
Is 
generally 
realized. 
For 
Instance, 
the 
Pharmaceutical Manufacturers 
Association estimates that, Ina 
recent typical year, its member 
firm s made use of nearly 9 
million animals in order to 
determine whether or not va­ 
rious new drugs were suitable 
for trial in man. 
But the 
animal tests are not 
enough. At a certain stage test­ 
ing on humans must be carried 
out under the direction of re ­ 
sponsible physicians. The num­ 
ber of humans thus Involved 
must be steadily Increased until 
a large enough sample is ob­ 
tained to determine the safety 
and utility of the drug In actual 
clinical practice. During these 
tests, great numbers of com­ 
pounds 
are 
eliminated. Ac­ 
tually, only one out of an esti­ 
mated 3,000 compounds orig­ 
inally synthesized by the phar­ 
maceutical manufacturers sur­ 
vives as a drug. 
Even so, all risk cannot be 
elim inated--a truism which ap­ 
plies to all ventures into the 
unknown. But, measured against 
the benefits, the risk in drugs 
produced by reputable manu­ 
facturers 
and prescribed by 
physicians 
is seen for 
the 
minuscular thing it Is. And 
legislative or regulatory efforts 
to eliminate all risk, no matter 
how sincerely meant, can only 
act as a brake on progress in 
this most vital of fields.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


WASHINGTON - 
The White 
House meeting on the water 
emergency being held with the 
Governors 
of 
New York, 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey 
will probably start a nation­ 
wide drive toward federal aid 
to clean up water pollution. 
“ The only way you can get 
the states and cities to clean 
up 
the 
waterways,” 
said 
Anthony Celebrezze shortly be­ 
fore his announced retirement 
as Secretarv of Health, Edu­ 
cation 
and 
Welfare, “ is 
to 
handle it the way we did 
the 
building of highways. 
“ The states never did any­ 
thing about highways until they 
put across the Federal Highway 
Bill whereby 
Washington paid 
ninety per cent of the cost. Then 
we developed a beautiful system 
of throughways,” said the man 
who, as Mayor of Cleveland, 
started one end of a through­ 
way system when extended from 
Cleveland to Boston 
without 
stopping for one light. 
“ The American people 
are 
now losing about ten billions 
a year from pollution,” added 
Celebrezze, “ pollution ofwater 
and pollution of the air, which 
affects the lungs, your health, 
and 
even 
eats 
into clothes, 
buildings, 
paint, 
and down­ 
grades our cities.”

— who is discreet — did not add 
that the highway bill was passed

And it should be re­ 
ported so leaders of other na­ 
tions and the working people

Using 
terror, 
blackmail, 
bribery, frameups and brilliant

There 
were

was but one of thousands

“ solidarity” 
stoppages.

had been fired and

WASHING.

Even in racial disturbances 
Johnson has had less trouble 
than Kennedy. But Johnson in 
his public statements has ex­

president in history. 
One of the unknowns of John­ 
son's presidency is how he will 
do with complicated and critical 
situations overseas since he is 
far less experienced in foreign 
affairs than domestic issues.

Ordinarily an American presi­ 
dent in any given year could 
expect a hatful of grief with for­ 
eign problems. Kennedy's big­ 
gest individual problem was 
with Russian Prem ier Nikita 
Khrushchev. Example: The Cu­ 
ban missile crisis 
But after the treaty banning 
nuclear tests, in 1963, Khru­ 
shchev calmed down and Amer- 
ican-Russian 
relations 
im­ 
proved. Last October the Rus­ 
sians threw Khrushchev out. 
His successors are gray com­ 
pared with him, quieter, and 
apparently more concerned with 
problems in Russia and rela­ 
tions with Red China than the 
rest of the world, which is a big 
switch from Khrushchev. 
Johnson Is having little trou­ 
ble there. And noisy Red China, 
although snarling at Russia and 
the United States with equal 
hostility, seems bent on keeping 
out of trouble at least until it 
has more nuclear capability. 
India's Prime Minister Nehru 


was a vivid figure, and some­ 
times a painful one for this 
country, but he's dead and his 
successors, like those of Khru­ 
shchev in Russia, are playing in 
a low key. 
Except for some obstinacies 
by French PresidentCharles de 
Gaulle, who was a constant irri­ 
tant to Kennedy, the Western 
alliance has been placid. And 
this year there have been no 
major explosions in the Arab or 
African worlds. 
Johnson's most critical mo­ 
ment in Viet Nam came when 
the 
guerrillas 
attacked 
an 
American base last February 
and he ordered the bombing of 
North Vietnamese targets. The 
air strikes are still being car­ 
ried out. 
This brought criticism but not 
intense enough to weaken John­ 
son. His decisions after the 
bombing o rd er—like sending in 
more American troops— grave 
as they were, were an anticli­ 
max to the bombing. 
Before there is a Vietnam­ 
ese settlement, though, Johnson 
may face a decision Car more 
critical than Kennedy encoun­ 
tered: How far to extend the 
war since it could mean a land 
war in Asia with Russia and 
Red China. 
His decision to send troops 
into the Dominican Republic 
may have been much more sig­ 
nificant than that one action: It 
may mean he will act faster and 
tougher than Kennedy would.

Ford of Michigan has been on

than any top Republican in Con­ 
gress. Johnson doesn't take per* 
si stent criticism lightly. 
And 
Ford apparently 
was 
Johnson's target last Sunday 
when the President cut loose on 
a Republican he didn't name 
but accused of leaking informa­ 
tion on a White House confer­ 
ence with congressional leaders 
about Viet Nam. 
For most of this year the 52- 
year-old 
Ford, 
Republican 
House leader since January, 
said little about Johnson, and 
most of it was mild. He began 
gatting critical in June and 
stepped it up in July. 
His swipes at the President 
were far more caustic than any­ 
thing Johnson has said about 
Republicans this year. Everett 
M. Dirksen of Illinois, the Re­ 
publicans' Senate leader, has 
bean one of Johnson's greatest 
helpers. 
Ford really got rough last 
month when the House pt ssed 
the administration • sponsored 
civil rights bill on voting after 
turning clown proposals by Ford 
and another Republican, Rep. 
William M. McCulloch of Ohio. 
Johnson, congratulating the 
Democratic-run House, said the 
Ford-McCulloch measure would 
have "seriously damaged and 
diluted the guarantee of the 
right to vote for all Ameri­ 
cana.** 
The next day, July 12, Ford 
and McCulloch fired back in a 
Joint statement that Johnson 
doesn't like anyone to differ 
with him, is a "dangerous advo­ 
cate of one-party government," 
is a #T.yrdon-come4ately*' on 
civil rights, had "traveled a 
crooked path" in that field, and 
until 1957 had voted "against 
civil rights 100 percent." 
Johnson held a news confer­ 
ence the next day. Asked about 
the Republican comments on his 
civil rights position, he said he 
was ,4p&rUc»i!arly sensitive t o 
the problems of the Negro." He 
said ho wanted to do his best in 
that field "in the limited time 
that I am allowed. I did not 
have that responsibility in the 
years past, and I did not feel it 
to the extent that I do today. 1 
am going to try to provide all of 
the leadership that I can, not­ 
withstanding the fact that some­ 
one may point to a mistake or 
100 mistakes that I made in my 
past." 
Later in July, Ford urged the 
President to tell the nation 
"straight from the shoulder** 
What this country faces in Viet 
Nam. He aatd Johnson revealed 
"grim news in installm ents." 
And he accused the adminis- 
tcation of using a "cynical type 
of lof-fcllteg" to win House re­ 
peal of ihe federal law which 
lets states ban union shops. 
Then last Sunday Johnson ex­ 
ploded. 
This was the back­ 
ground: 
On July 27 Johnson called 
congressional leaders of both 
parties to the White House to 
discuss the decisions he would 
soon announce on Viet Nam. 
Sen. Mike Mansfield of Mon­ 
tana, Senate Democratic leader, 
made some statements at this 
meeting which haven't been 
published yet. 
On July 26 at a huge news 
conference, Johnson told the 
nation he was sending 50,000 
mare troops to Viet Nam, and 
was increasing the draft but 
was not going to call up the Na­ 
tional Guard and the reserves. 
Ford held what he called an 
informal background meeting 
with newsmen. He said this was 
after the White House meeting 
with congressional leaders. He 
didn't say what day but, report- 
fdly, it was July 29. 
Ita n there were reports on 
what was supposed to have hap­ 
pened at that White House con­ 
ference, such as this: That 
Mansfield had talked Johnson 
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out of calling up the National 
Guard and reserves. 
When he met with newsmen 
at his ranch last Sunday, John­ 
son said a prominent Republi­ 
can "broke my confidence"and 
"distorted" what happened. He 
said Mansfield never mentioned 
reserves and branded reports 
that he did "untrue and perhaps 
malicious." Then he threw this 
barb: 
"Once in a while an inexperi­ 
enced man or a new one, or a 
bitter partisan, has to play a 
little politics. I think they keep 
it to a minimum, generally 
speaking, but one or two of 
them will do it — and boys will 
be boys." 
Ford quickly said he didn't 
know whom Johnson was talk­ 
ing about and confirmed the 
President's 
statement 
that 
Mansfield 
had 
said nothing 
about reserves. Tuesday Ford 
again denied he had anything to 
do with the alledged leak. 
"I broke no confidence," he 
said, and then needled Johnson 
all over again by saying he had

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — The 
1950s 
were Hollywood's dark 
decade. 
Everything seemed to con­ 
spire against the film industry. 
Television replaced movies as 
the entertainment habit. The 
public also lavished its leisure 
and cash on travel, do-it-your­ 
self projects and a host of other 
distractions. Foreign films with 
| few 
censorship restrictions, 
were cutting into the world 
I market. 
With costs rising and attend­ 
ance slashed in half, some stu­ 
dios flirted with bankruptcy. 
The companies tried 3-D, wide 
screens, even smellies.Nothing 
worked for long. 
RKO and Republic ceased 
operations as film producers. 
Other companies stayed alive 
only by making TV film s, sell­ 
ing real estate, drilling for oil 
and dumping old movies into 
television. 
The conviction grew among 
producers that films would have 
to come to grips with sex. 
A maverick Viennese was to 
lead them, hi 1952, Otto Prem ­ 
inger made a film version of a 
seemingly harm less sex play, 
“ The Moon Is Blue.** Because 
Prem inger refused to cut the 
words “ virgin** and “ seduce** 
from the script, the production 
code refused a seal. The Nation- 
.al 
Legion 
of Decency con­ 
demned the film. 
“ The Moon Is Blue** turned 
into a big money-maker. 
The seal was refused again to 
Prem inger for showing a drug 
injection by Frank Sinatra in 
“ The 
Man 
with the Golden 
Arm.** The code banned the de­ 
piction of dope, lliis time the 
Legion didn’t condemn. 
“ Golden Arm” proved just 
that at the box office, further 
convincing producers that the 
code had to be updated. 
The big change came in 1956 
when revisions provided that: 
Miscegenation was no longer 
banned; abortion, white slavery 
and dope addiction could be 
treated with certain restric­ 
tions; swear words could be in­ 
jected when dramatically valid. 
The code retained bans on sex 
perversion, 
venereal disease, 
sex hygiene and nudity and add­ 
ed 
a 
ukase 
against 
open- 
mouthed kissing. 
Franker films drew alarm 
from 
the keepers of public 
morality, but they also sparked 
renewed public interest in mov­ 
ies. No star did more to incite 
that interest during the 1950s 
than Marilyn Monroe. 
She was a girl with a whis- 
pery voice that made her seem 
all the sexier. In reality, she 
spoke softly out of sheer fright. 
Yet Marilyn had an a ir of in­ 
born naturalness that made her 
sexiness seem like the real arti­ 
cle. 
Marilyn symbolized the new 
attitude toward sex in films. She 
feared her career would be 
ruined when it was revealed 
that she had once posed in the 
nude. Her career boomed after 
the news, and later she cheer­ 
fully autographed the photos of 
herself nude on red velvet. 
She was as provocative on the 
screen as she was in interviews 
(Sunbathing? “No, I like to feel 
blonde 
all 
over.**) But the

Today 228 million radios are 
in use in homes, automobiles, 
coat pockets, under the sea and 
in space. 
In 1923 he said, “ Television 
will come to pass in due time.” 
Sixteen years and $20 million 
later, he — then president of 
RCA — unveiled the first televi­ 
sion at the W orld's Fair in New 
“York. 
Today 67 million television 
sets are in use. 
Today he watches yet another 
prophecy come true. Color tele­ 
vision has caught on, after $130 
million in research and a 10- 
year wait before color’s account 
could be written in uncolored 
ink. 
By the end of the year, five 
million color sets will be in use. 
Demand is outracing industry's 
ability to produce color picture 
tubes. 
This obviously pleases the 
courtly, stocky Sarnoff. 
But Sarnoff also worries about 
the future. 
“ To put it bluntly,** he warns,
